SURPRISE 


Atop brownfield, condos 
planned along canal shore

A local developer backed by an Israeli real estate 
development company plans to turn a contaminated 
site along the Gowanus Canal into 350 condominium 
and rental units. The Brooklyn Papers has learned. 

The tentatively named Gowanus Village would consist of 
four- to six-story townhouses and 10-story loft buildings on 
a more than two-acre site bounded by the canal. Third Av- 
enue, and Carroll and Third streets, according to a listing of 
residential projects on the Web site of Africa-Israel Invest- 
ments Ltd., which has partnered with Brooklyn developer 
Shaya Boymelgreen on several projects. 

It would mark the first large-scale residential develop- 
ment along the long-polluted canal, which in recent years

has grown cleaner thanks to the efforts of community ac- 
tivists and elected officials. 

With the resumption of the flushing tunnel, which 
keeps water flowing through the long-stagnant canal, en- 
vironmentalists have seen oysters thrive and other, more 
uncommon aquatic life pass through the industrially pol- 
luted canal. Last year, a passing seal even hopped ashore 
on the Red Hook end. More noticeably, the canal’s once 
horrific stench has dramatically decreased. 

The Gowanus-side development would yield one-, two-

Gotti art 
hangs in 
Red Hook

It may not bring the kind of exposure as 
“Growing Up Gotti,” the cable reality television 
series starring the daughter of the late organized 
crime boss John Gotti, but thanks to a Red Hook 
restaurateur, Brooklynites could soon be 
“Hanging Up Gotti” — on their walls, that is. 

For the past couple of weeks, Hope & Anchor, a 
two-year-old restaurant on Van Brunt Street at Wolcott 
Street, has been showcasing the artwork of a woman 
known more for her marriage to the mob than her mar- 
riage of art deco and surrealism — V. Gotti Sr., the 
wife of the late Teflon Don, as she signs her paintings. 

Joseph Bernardo, a co-owner of the popular Red 
Hook diner-restaurant, said the acrylic paintings have 
been hanging since just before Halloween and will re- 
main on sale through January. 

“I don’t really think she thinks much of herself as 
an artist, even though she really should,” said Bernar- 
do, who plans on buying a Victoria Gotti original of a 
nude couple embracing on a bed. “It’s not her instinct 
to market herself. She was completely unpretentious 
about it all and, in fact, she was worried that some of

Olympic marathon 
would start in Coney

Coney Island, which earlier this year 
lost indoor volleyball in the city’s 2012 
Olympic bid, has instead been awarded 
the start of a marquee event of the sum- 
mer games — the Olympic marathon — 
according to the city’s final proposal, to 
be revealed in Switzerland on Monday. 

Sources close to the project told The Brook- 
lyn Papers this week that planners with 
NYC2012, the private group led by Deputy

Mayor Daniel Doctoroff that is responsible for 
putting together the city’s bid, positioned the 
marathon to begin in Coney Island and end at 
the proposed Jets football stadium on Manhat- 
tan’s West Side. Along the way, runners would 
cross more than a dozen Brooklyn neighbor- 
hoods on their way to Downtown Brooklyn, 
where they would traverse the Brooklyn 


The inclusion is a boon for the former beach 
resort neighborhood, which had been slated to 
host indoor volleyball until NYC2012 officials 
decided instead to place that event at the Conti- 
nental Airlines Arena in New Jersey. Bmce Rat- 
ner’s proposed Atlantic Yards arena in Prospect 
Heights is slated for boxing and gymnastics. 

Until now, the summer of 2012 was shap- 
ing up to be a very uneventful one for Coney 
Island, whose leaders were faced with being 
left out of the Olympic plans altogether, and 
whose hopes were dashed that a sportsplex for

Condo work on waterfront halted

A Brooklyn judge this week halted con- 
struction on a $70 million luxury condo- 
minium conversion in a six-story former book 
warehouse on the Red Hook waterfront. 


The order came as the result of a lawsuit 
brought by the Red Hook-Gowanus Chamber 
of Commerce against the city Board of Stan- 
dards and Appeals seeking to overturn the pan- 
el’s granting of what, the chamber charges, is 
an unreasonable zoning variance. 

The pricey condos would be located in a manu- 


facturing district, 30 feet from piers that currently 
house an active shipping port, which are slated to 
dock Carnival and Norwegian cruise liners. 

Community Board 6 issued a negative decla- 
ration to the variance application, but the BSA 
disregarded the board’s recommendation, granti-

Daughtry wants Nets chapel

The Rev. Herbert Daughtry, an ac- 
tivist minister and leader of the House 
of the Lord Church on Atlantic Aven- 
ue, is negotiating with Atlantic Yards 



developer Bmce Ratner to get a house 
of worship built into the planned bas- 
ketball arena complex. 

Daughtry announced his request at a 
“truth forum” in his Boerum Hill church 
Tuesday night that was attended by For- 
est City Ratner vice president Jim Stuck- 
ey. 

Daughtry’s forums are so named as a 
wry answer to what the reverend consid- 
ers widespread misrepresentations by At- 
lantic Yards opponents of Forest City 
Ratner’s commitments to the community. 

He is part of a group that is negotiating 
a community benefits agreement intended 
to secure jobs, housing and — Daughtry’s 
main focus — community facilities as 
part of the proposed $2.5 billion arena, of- 
fice tower and apartment building devel- 
opment plan. 

He said the weekly forums served to 
facilitate discussions and inform people 


of what was under consideration, such as 
the chapel. 

At the Nov. 9 meeting, Stuckey intro- 
duced himself to the group, and men- 
tioned that he had once studied to be a 
Catholic priest. 

“I said that, given the Nets’ situation, 
they’re going to need a whole lot of 
prayer,” Daughtry said, referring to Rat- 
ner’s payroll-cutting measures since pur- 
chasing the New Jersey Nets last sum- 
mer, which stripped the team of most of 
its marquee talent. 

Daughtry indicated that he was not 
entirely serious about the proposed 
chapel. Stuckey did not comment on the 
proposal. 

“Some people have raised the legality 
of it, and we understand that, but we’re 
negotiating,” Daughtry said. “We’re put- 
ting out the things we’d like to see hap- 
pen. That’s what we’d like to see.” 

He said the house of worship would 


be non-denominational, or something “to 
which all religious faiths would have ac- 
cess. Like what they have at the United 
Nations . . . All the churches of all the re- 
ligions in the world have access to the 
chapel. But it’s no big thing. Its not 
something major that people are going to 
fight over,” Daughtry assured. 

Patti Hagan, a co-founder of the 
Prospect Heights Action Coalition and 
vociferous anti-arena activist, called the 
notion of building a house of worship as 
part of a publicly funded project “ridicu- 
lous.” She said only about 20 people 
were present for the announcement; 
Daughtry said there were 75 to 100. 

“This was a recommendation made 
by Reverend Daughtry and we will look 
into it,” said Forest City Ratner spokes- 
woman LupeTodd. 

“If, of course, there are any issues re- 
garding city, state or federal law we will 
consider those, too.”

Brooklyn 
terror 
suspect 
free on bail

A federal judge ruled Wednesday that a Syrian-born 
doctor can remain free on bail despite prosecutors’ alle- 
gations that he has ties to a suspected al-Qaeda associate 
and kept blueprints for a Washington, D.C., overpass at 
his Brooklyn home. 

Prosecutors asked the judge last week to immediately jail Has- 
san Faraj because newly declassified information revealed his 
close ties to the Benevolence International Foundation, which 
they called a charity front for al-Qaeda. They said Faraj also tried 
to help the al-Qaeda associate enter the United States and had the 
shredded blueprints in a bag in his apartment. 

Defense attorney Stanley Cohen said Wednesday there was no 
proof of terrorism-related activity by Faraj, who had been obey- 
ing the conditions of his bail since his June arrest on an immigra- 
tion charge. 

Faraj ’s acquaintance with suspected al-Qaeda associate Amir 
Abdulrazzak shows no criminal intent, and the blueprints of the 
Washington Beltway’s intersection with Connecticut Avenue be- 
longed to civil engineers who had shared an office with Faraj ’s 
brother, Cohen said. 

He called his client the victim of a government “witch hunt” 
aimed at pressuring Muslim and Arab Americans to become in- 
formants for prosecutors and the FBI. 

“The defendant had nothing to give and wouldn’t become one 
of their snitches,” Cohen said. “If his name were Schwartz or Co- 
hen or Johnson he wouldn’t be sitting here.” 

Assistant U.S. Attorney John Buretta responded that a series 
of misrepresentations by Faraj, including lies on a Virginia med- 
ical license application, merited his immediate incarceration. 

Federal magistrate Kiyo Matsumoto disagreed, saying Faraj 
posed no risk of flight or danger to society and could remain free 
until trial. She will hold a hearing to consider removing an elec- 
tronic tracking device Faraj was ordered to wear after the govern- 
ment’s bail revocation request last week. 

Sources familiar with the case said Abdulrazzak’s immigration 
documents were found on a computer recovered during a raid by 
U.S. Special Forces on a building in Bosnia housing the Saudi 
High Commission for Relief, an independent group linked to the 
Saudi Arabian government. 

The building, also known as “Mecca House,” was targeted af- 
ter intelligence reports indicated terror suspects using it as a 
meeting house were planning to attack U.S. and NATO targets in 
Bosnia, according to a 2001 report by Army Times, a weekly for 
military personnel. 

Faraj had worked for the Benevolence International Founda- 
tion before coming to New York and knew Abdulrazzak from his 
time there, Cohen said. 

A year after the raid, Abdulrazzak tried to move to the United 
States from Bosnia, the sources said. Faraj said in an affidavit at 
the time that he was willing to financially support Abdulrazzak if 
his application was approved.

A 53 -year-old woman 
was held up at gunpoint by 
a man who pulled up in his 
gray Honda at the northeast 
comer of Second Street and 
Fifth Avenue. 

The bandit stopped his car, 
which had a Pennsylvania li- 
cense plate, at 2:05 pm, on 
Nov. 4, and demanded she give 
him her purse. The woman re- 
fused, even though he stuck a 
black handgun with a wood- 
trimmed handle in her face. 

When it became obvious 
that this was not going to be an 
easy mugging, the thug jumped 
back in the car and sped off 
down Second Street. 

Gas and go 

A woman waiting for her 
friend to fill up her tank at a 
Prospect Heights gas station 
was robbed of her purse at 
4:30 am on Nov. 6, when she 
got out of the car to defend 
her friend and the friend’s 
cousin from the advances of 
three men.

A Dyker Heights man was 
shot in the hand a block away 
from his home, said police. 

Police said the man was 
standing in front of a house on 
Ovington Avenue at 14th Av- 
enue when a man wearing a 
black jacket, black sneakers and 
a black hooded sweatshirt tried 
to rob him. 

Police believe he may have 
resisted, leading to his being 
shot in the hand. 

The shooting happened just 
before 5 pm on Nov. 8, say po- 
lice, who said the crook escaped 
on foot. Police said the victim 
had been shot at least once be- 
fore, in another incident. 

Police would not reveal the 
ages of either the attacker or the 
victim, nor would they elabo- 
rate on the nature of the vic- 
tim’s alleged criminal history. 

Bottle to face 

A bar-hopping Virginia man 
was attacked last weekend 
while visiting a friend in Bay 
Ridge, say police. 

The 23-year-old and a fe- 
male friend were making their 
rounds on Third Avenue on 
Nov. 1. Around 2 am, another 
bar patron attacked the visitor 
with a glass beer bottle. 

Police say the pair and other 
friends gathered at a bar on 
Third Avenue at 84th Street, but 
left by 1 am to go to a bar di- 
rectly across the street. After 
less than half an hour, the man 
and another friend retraced their 
steps back to the first bar. When 
they were told that it had closed 
early, the man began to argue 
with another unidentified pa- 

After being refused, the two 
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returned to the bar where their 
friends were still waiting. But 
while smoking a cigarette out- 
side of the establishment, a man 
who the victim recognized as a 
patron of the first bar, began ar- 
guing with him. As the alterca- 
tion rose to a crescendo, the 
other man smashed a beer bot- 
tle across his face, causing a 
bloody nose and, later, a 
swelled face. 

Scores KO 

It is presumably to his pro- 
fessional credit that a bouncer 
at a nightclub in Bensonhurst 
was able to send a bar patron to 
a nearby hospital with only a 
single punch to the face. 

But rather than an act of 
duty, cops say the attack — 
around 3:30 am on Nov. 7 — 
was unwarranted and may have 
severely injured the 41 -year-old 
male patron, who fell uncon- 
scious and suffered a fractured 
skull. 

Police would not reveal what 
caused the on-duty bouncer at 
the bar on 15th Avenue at 66th 
Street to lunge at the man out- 
side of the establishment, but 
said it did not start with a verbal 
argument and the two did not 
know each other. 

87th St. burgle 

A burglar broke into a home 
on a swath of 87th Street in Bay 
Ridge that homeowners say has 
long been tarnished by crime, 
sanitation and traffic problems. 

In this particular case, how- 
ever, police say that the crook 
merely took advantage of a 
sliding glass door on a second- 
floor balcony that did not have 
a lock. On Nov. 4, they say, the 
goon broke into a home on 87th 
Street between Third and 
Fourth avenues sometime be- 
fore 9 am and pilfered a 36- 
year-old homeowner’s jewelry 
collection. Besides a $300 dia- 
mond ring and $200 pair of 
gold earrings, the burglar got 
away with $900 in cash. 

Earlier this year, homeowners 
on 87th Street between Third 
and Fourth avenues formed the 
300 Block Association as a re- 
sult of a growing list of con- 
cerns, not the least of which is 
crime in a pair of buildings on 
the comer of Fourth Avenue. 

Although most of the offens- 
es concerned drag dealing, rob- 
beries and burglaries have also 
been reported. 

Triangle stab 

Police say that a bloody 
knife attack in Bensonhurst was 
sparked by mutual interest in 
the same woman. 

An unidentified man broke 
into an apartment on West Sixth 
Street between Avenues O and P 
and attacked the 25-year-old ten- 
ant, apparently because of an ar- 
gument involving a woman both 
men know. It was unclear if ei- 
ther man was dating the woman. 

The Nov. 7 attack, which 
happened at 2:30 pm, could 
have been fatal, say police, had 
the tenant not been so quick to 
defend himself. 

As the knife-wielding attack- 
er lunged for the man’s ab- 
domen, the victim kicked him 
and suffered only a cut on his 
right hand before the goon ran 
off. 
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Gatling PI. burgs 

Crooks committed a spree of 
burglaries at an apartment 
building in Bay Ridge last week 
that netted several thousand 
dollars worth of jewelry and 
electronics. 

Police say the crooks ran- 
sacked two apartments on 
Gatling Place at 90th Street on 
the morning of Nov. 3. 

The first of two burglaries, 
each occurring between 7:30 
am and 8 am, was discovered 
by a 36-year-old male tenant 
upon his return from work. Po- 
lice say the burglars busted 
open a front door before snatch- 
ing more than $4,000 in jewel- 
ry, including two $500 wedding 

A 44-year-old man reported 
the second burglary, this one 
identical to the first except that 
aside from more than $1,000 in 
jewelry, the crooks managed to 
lug away two cameras, a printer 
and a CD player. 

Gang attack 

Three thugs who police be- 
lieve to be gang members at- 
tacked an unsuspecting man 
who was passing through a 
Bensonhurst park Monday night. 

Police say the trio, two of 
whom were nabbed shortly after 
the 11:30 pm attack, surrounded 
the 22-year-old man in a park on 
18th Avenue at 80th Street on 
Nov. 8. Before the man could 
flee, one of the thugs sprayed 
him in the eyes with pepper 
spray and then knocked him to 
the ground. While one of the at- 
tackers held the man down, the 
other thug went through his 
pockets, finding only $23 and a 
bracelet around his wrist. A 
friend who was with the victim 
was apparently unharmed. 

Shortly after the gang fled, 
62nd Precinct police nabbed 
two of its members, one 18 
years old and the other 24. As of 
press time, a third suspect had 
not been found. 

The two who were arrested 
were charged with assault, 
menacing, petit larceny, three 
counts of robbery, criminal pos- 
session of stolen property and 
harassment, according to a 
criminal complaint filed by the 
District Attorney’s office.

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Marty, pols slam MTA over cuts, hikes

Flanked by borough 
activists and elected offi- 
cials from as far as Coney 
Island and as near as 
Brooklyn Heights, Borough 
President Marty Markowitz 
staged a protest outside 
Borough Hall Tuesday to 
decry the Metropolitan 
Transportation Authority’s 
call for service cuts, fare 
hikes and token booth clos- 
ings. 

Markowitz barked angrily 
into the microphone on a 
podium set up at the Borough 
Hall steps, boasting that 
Brooklynites are some of the 
city’s most committed public 
transit customers. 

“What do we have to show 
after all these years? We have 
service cuts!” the borough 
president said. Behind him, 
transit workers and politicians 
held up signs reading, “Keep 
the Subway Safe,” “Brooklyn 
Says No” and “Keep our Bus- Borough President Marty Markowitz leads a rally against 
es Running.” token booth closures outside Borough Hall Wednesday. 



Community Board 2 dis- 
trict manager Robert Perris 
held a bright yellow sign with 
a photograph of Pataki on it, 
reading, “Pay More For 
Less”; another sign, bearing 
Mayor Michael Bloomberg’s 
likeness, read, “Where is our 
MetroCard Mayor?” 

Gathered on the steps were 
Assembly members James 
Brennan, Joseph Lentol, Joan 
Millman and Adele Cohen, as 
well as Transit Workers Union 


President Roger Toussaint and 
other local union members. 

Peter Killen, executive direc- 
tor of the Bay Ridge Consumer 
Federation, was also on hand, 
distributing petitions he encour- 
aged passersby to take, hang 
and mail back to transit officials. 

“We’re passing around peti- 
tions, and we’re going to beat 
Pataki over the head with 
them,” he said, pointing out 
that Gov. George Pataki ap- 
points most of the MTA board. 


Markowitz griped about the 
state’s failure to provide fund- 
ing to the MTA, which ac- 
crued much of its 2005 debt of 
$745 million from borrowing 
money against interest-pro- 
ducing bonds. 

“Why, when we have 
everything we could ever 
want in New York City, do we 
continue to have a user-un- 
friendly system?” he asked. 
The borough president said 
the MTA’s proposed hikes, 


which would bring a $21 
weekly MetroCard to $24, and 
a monthly pass from $70 to 
$76, would become “a snow- 
ball effect” making transit rid- 
ers pay for a bloated and mis- 
managed MTA. 

An Oct. 28 report by state 
Comptroller Alan Hevesi re- 
vealed that instead of follow- 
ing through with earlier plans 
for the MTA to sell its mid- 
town Manhattan headquarters, 
consolidating its staff (which 


includes 698 employees in hu- 
man resources, 443 in legal 
and 444 in public relations, 
many of which, Hevesi said, 
serve duplicate purposes), or 
implementing a long-term fi- 
nancial plan, the agency based 
their budget gap-closing pro- 
posal on services that would 
affect the riding public. 

“Why should we accept cuts 
when the MTA won’t accept 
cuts in their own bureaucracy?”

MTA to ax five D'town bus routes

At least nine heavily trafficked bus 
routes, five either beginning or ending in 
Downtown Brooklyn, could be eliminat- 
ed by 2006 if officials with the Metropol- 
itan Transportation Authority approve the 
cuts in December as part of the agency’s 
effort to close a projected $436 million 
budget gap. 

The proposed bus-line eliminations 


raised the ire of straphangers, who 
learned last month that the MTA may 
also raise the cost of its monthly Metro- 
Cards, close at least 33 of the borough’s 
token booths and layoff as many as 600 

The cuts, which combined would af- 
fect 20 Brooklyn neighborhoods, are the 
most of any borough but Staten Island, 
which is faced with losing 10 routes. In 
all, 33 are targeted citywide. 

“The point is, the MTA shouldn’t be 


making any cuts anywhere,” said Evan 
Theis, a spokesman for Councilman 
David Yassky, whose Downtown Brook- 
lyn- Williamsburg district is traced by all 
nine of the threatened routes. "It’s outra- 
geous that they would propose to raise 

posing to cut necessary services, like bus 

Among the most worrisome of the 
cuts, said Theis, is the B75 route, which 
courses through Downtown Brooklyn, 


Cobble Hill, Carroll Gardens, Gowanus, 
Park Slope and Windsor Terrace. The 
decades-old route, which in 2003 record- 
ed a daily ridership of 4,222, follows a 
similar path as the F subway line, one 
reason that MTA officials believe it to be 
expendable. 

The B65 route, also threatened, runs 
between Ralph Avenue in Crown Heights 
and Smith Street in Carroll Gardens. In 
2003, it recorded a daily ridership of

Tips for smoother

Q: What steps can be tak- 
en to remove stress from 
holiday visits?

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Atlantic lights go hi-tech

It’s not even Thanksgiv- 
ing yet, but lights are up on 
Atlantic Avenue. 

A pioneer technology in 
storefront and street lighting 
was inaugurated outside the 
Downtown Atlantic restaurant 
and several adjacent Boerum 
Hill shops on Friday, when the 
Atlantic Avenue Local Devel- 
opment Corporation introduced 
the test installation of 14 high- 
tech lights on the avenue be- 
tween Hoyt and Bond streets. 

With the co-sponsorship of 
the Ostram Sylvania company, 
which paid for the expensive fix- 
tures, the LDC also celebrated 
the first implementation of their 
long-term master plan of turning 
the avenue into a grand boule- 
vard by ‘ ‘increasing the walkabil- 
ity” of the street, with the usher- 
ing in of the new lights. 

But the ceremony set a 
technological precedent, too, 
as it marked the first use in the 
United States of light-emitting 


diodes, or LEDs, in something 
as utilitarian as street lighting. 

Champagne was uncorked 
by Borough President Marty 
Markowitz, who proudly sug- 
gested Brooklyn might be 
nominated “the borough of 
lights” with the expansion of 
the project along the boulevard. 

The lights, which go on au- 
tomatically at sundown, will 
be installed, courtesy of the 
LDC in participating owners’ 
shop entrances. Facade color- 
matching fixtures fit discreetly 
above the doorways and give 
off the brightness of a typical 
90-watt bulb for about 20 per- 
cent of the power consump- 
tion using the 18-watt lamps. 

And they add a bit of 
sparkle to the once-drab thor- 
oughfare. 

Candace Damon, the presi- 
dent of the LDC, said that was 
at least one of the aesthetic 
draws for her. 

“We seriously considered a 
different kind of light,” Da- 
mon said, when the LDC was 
evaluating ways to brighten 
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the avenue. While gas lamp- 
style tungsten lights line the 
shopping district now, they 
provide a dim and limited 
reach. The new beams are de- 
signed to create an aisle of 
gentle but far-reaching illumi- 
nation that reaches from the 
doorway to the sidewalk edge. 

“The quality of light is very 
special,” said Damon. “It’s 
kind of sparkly, and it’s very 

Saying the lights could set a 
precedent for other cites, Da- 
mon added, “Frankly, that’s 
how I’ll be able to secure the 
funding.” It will cost $200,000 
to finance the proposed full 
length of the street from the 
Furman Street at the East River 
to Flatbush Avenue. 

Damon said that comple- 
tion of the project, which she 
estimates will illuminate about 
400 storefronts, is dependent 
entirely on the financing. But 
she is optimistic. 

‘Tm planning that we can 
do it in the next two years,” 
she said. 

While the pilot run of the 
lights includes only 14 instal- 
lations, a second phase will 
add 150 to Atlantic Avenue. 

“It’s a pilot program so we 
can evaluate how they’re 
working,” said Mark Simpson, 
an associate of the lighting de- 
signer, Leni Schwendinger of 
Light Projects Ltd. “The fix- 
ture goes up, and it stays up. 
It’s very energy efficient,” he

said, because instead of “burn- 
ing something out, these are 
filled with electrons — it’s 
computer technology. One of 
the exciting things for us is that 
LEDs have been used for 
years. Now it’s high enough 
power to use for this purpose.” 

Schwendinger wore a 
glowing, green LED light 
around her neck, said she was 
excited to employ the technol- 
ogy in a way yet unseen on 
this side of the Atlantic ... 

“I know in Europe they use 
LEDs more extensively than 
here,” she said, but was glad 


Ostram Sylvania was commit- 
ted to giving them a trial run 
here, and that she was part of 
it. “We’re very committed to 
working in the public realm.” 

Until now, Schwendinger’s 
design company had only 
used LED technology for inte- 
rior, smaller work, such as at a 
Manhattan nightclub. 

“The idea was to create a 
vety neutral, unobtrusive, small 
light fixture that all the mer- 
chants could sign on to. This 
project was unique in that each 
individual makes a big differ- 
ence to say yes to a lighting fix- 
ture,” Schwendinger said. 


While Schwendinger hinted 
at apprehension among local 
storeowners about signing on 
to a project that would require 
an additional electrical ex- 
pense for the outdoor lights — 
where many had none before 
for the overnight periods — 
she assuredly told them that 
costs would Mill lie lower than

i Merchants, both those in the 
pilot program and those waiting 
for the lights, seemed generally 
pleased with the idea 

“They certainly light up the 
doorways, they look quite nice 
in fact,” said Joseph Giallo, 
who has owned Town & 
Country, a furniture and an- 
tiques shop at 352 Atlantic 
Ave. for 22 years. Giallo’s 
shop was one of the first re- 
cipients of the fighting. 

“My brother owns the build- 
ing, and was just in the process 
of having a fight installed in the 
doorway of the apartments up- 
stairs, then they came along 
and did this on both door- 
ways,” he said. “It’s a bright 
fight and it’s a nice light. I don’t 
see why anybody would have a 
problem signing up for it.

5,193, among the borough’s 
most trafficked buses. 

While most of the routes slice 
through Downtown Brooklyn, 
some also have roots in south- 
west neighborhoods like Bay 
Ridge, Borough Park and Sunset 
Park. Most prominent, say offi- 
cials in Bay Ridge, is the B37 
bus, which begins on Shore Road 
and travels more than 100 blocks 
along Third Avenue on its way to 
Livingston Street in Downtown 
Brooklyn. The Third Avenue 
service recorded a weekday rider- 
ship of 4,324 in 2003, said a 
spokeswoman for the MTA. 

State Sen. Marty Golden, 
whose district faces the possi- 
bility of losing both the B37 
and the B23, which loops 
briefly into Borough Park, 
echoed Theis’ concern but also 
said he was confident that the 
B37 would not be severed from 
the borough’s slate of 69 routes. 

“I think they’re coming back 
on some of the cuts,” said Gold- 
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en, who will meet with MTA of- 
ficials on Wednesday. “The B37 
is like the extreme of the ex- 
treme. If you want to enhance a 
service and satisfy customers, 
you need more, not less.” 

Golden said that rather than 
eliminate the route, MTA offi- 
cials might instead reconfigure 
it so that alternating buses 
would turn onto First Avenue 
near Lutheran Medical Center 
on 56th Street and at the 58th 
Street Pier. In July, Golden sent 
a letter to MTA officials pro- 
posing to provide $600,000 in 
state Senate money toward the 
partial rerouting of the bus. The 
effort, which MTA officials 
welcomed, intends to deliver 
passengers to the water taxi to 
Manhattan at the 58th Street 
Pier, which has seen its own 
ridership decline. 

Besides elected officials, com- 
munity boards affected by the 
changes also responded this 
week. District managers from 
boards 6 and 10 say they have 
met with members of their trans- 
portation committees to discuss 
recommendations, most involv- 
ing board-approved letters of dis- 
approval to the MTA. This week, 
those committees in boards 6 and 
10 approved such a measure. 

“The 71 and the 75 are the 
only two buses that go east and 
west across our district,” said 
Craig Hammerman, district 
manager of Community Board 
6, which includes the neighbor- 
hoods of Park Slope, Carroll 
Gardens, Red Hook, Gowanus 
and Cobble Hill. On Wednes- 
day, the board voted to send a 
le tter to the MTA. 

“What they would effective- 
ly be doing is eliminating any 
local mobility from Brooklyn’s 
waterfront to the rest of Brook- 


lyn,” said Hammerman. 

Similarly, Theis said Yassky 
was drafting a letter with Council 
Speaker Gifford Miller demand- 
ing that the MTA rescind its pro- 
posed service cuts and fare hikes. 
All 54 council members would 
likely sign the letter, said Theis. 

Bay Ridge Councilman Vin- 
cent Gentile, who testified at a 
public hearing on the matter on 
Staten Island this week, believes 
the cutbacks, particularly in Bay 
Ridge, stem from mismanage- 
ment of the MTA. 

“The 37 is vital to the busi- 
ness area of Third [Avenue] 
from one end to the other,” said 
Gentile. “And, certainly, I made 
it clear at the hearing on Monday 
night that I’m opposed to the

said Markowitz. 

Toussaint, speaking for the 
many station agents who would 
lose their jobs from the pro- 
posed closing of 164 token 
booths, sympathized and of- 
fered his support. 

"There is a long-term structur- 
al problem the MTA has, and the 
governor and mayor have to both 
stop using the MTA like an ATM 
machine,” he said. 

Cohen said the proposed axing 
of 33 bus routes and fare hikes — 
from $4 to $5 — for express bus- 
es, which are used by many of 
her Coney Island and Bay Ridge 
constituents, were unacceptable. 

“We were here last year, 
we’re here this year, and I guar- 
antee you we’ll be here again 
next year,” she said. 

Cohen added that the remote

Prospect Heights-Fort Greene 
Councilwoman Letitia James,

Neysa Pranger, a coordinator

Hernandez corrals famed athletes 
for Cobble Hill Health Center gala

R etired New York Mets All-Star first 
baseman Keith Hernandez chaired 
the annual fundraiser for the Cobble 
Hill Health Center on Tuesday — scoring an- 
other homerun in the process. The World Se- 
ries winner brought together dozens of fa- 
mous athletes from all over the country for 
his “Field of Dreams” event, which in turn 
attracted hundreds of sports fans to the 
$l,000-a-plate benefit. 

‘This event has become my third leg or mid- 
dle arm,” Hernandez told GO Brooklyn while 
signing baseballs proffered by the crush of fans 
that encircled him. “It’s hard work, but now it’s 
getting easier. People come and they have a 
good time when they’re here, and they come 
back the next year.” 

For New York sports fans, the event was a 
night to remember. The gala honored 1986 
World Champion Mets Manager Davey 
Johnson, the man who put that team togeth- 
er, former general manager Frank Cashen, 


and Bank of America Executive Vice Presi- 
dent Jeffrey Barker. 

Hernandez, who has helmed the fundraiser 
the last five years, lost his mother, Jacquelyn 
Hernandez, to Alzheimer’s disease in 1989. 
She was 59. The funds raised at the gala are 
earmarked for a planned assisted living center 
for Alzheimer’s care at the Cobble Hill Health 
Center. 

“All the members of families of Alz- 
heimer’s patients are affected,” said Hernan- 
dez. “Everybody’s involved somehow with 
this disease. It touches everyone. 

“We’re hoping to have raised $600,000 to 
$750,000 tonight” he added. 

Said Cobble Hill Center CEO Olga Lip- 
schitz, “Each year [Hernandez] raises over a 
half-million dollars for us. It’s a beautiful thing 
he’s doing.” 

Hernandez said he supports the Cobble Hill 
Health Center because of the quality of its 
care, and because “they provide care for peo- 
ple who can’t afford it — lower income fami- 
nes. I want to make this type of care more ac- 
cessible for people.”

At the podium, Davey Johnson thanked 
Frank Cashen for his help assembling the 
world champion ’86 Mets, because “you 
don’t usually say thanks in the heat of battle 
. . . Maybe if I said it sooner, you probably 
wouldn’t have fired me.” 

Cashen, wearing his signature 
bow tie, received a standing 
ovation from the hundreds 
assembled in the New York 
Hilton ballroom. 

“You gotta believe we’ll 
find a cure for this hideous dis- 
ease — this insideous disease,” 
said Cashen. 

Among the celebrities in the 
crowd were tennis great and ca- 
ble TV talk-show host John 
McEnroe; former New York Met and 
Yankee slugger Darryl Strawberry; leg- 
endary New York Met Rusty "Le Grand Or- 
ange" Staub; ’86 Mets hurler Ron Darling; 
former New York Mets second baseman and 
former Brooklyn Cyclones manager Tim 
Teufel; former Met and Yankee pitcher and 
former Brooklyn Cyclones pitching coach 
Bobby Ojeda; Brooklyn’s own Lee Maz- 
zilli, manager of the Baltimore Orioles; New 
York Rangers hockey legend Rod Gilbert;

The items ranged from “an actual piece 
of [Derek Jeter’s] game-used jersey” 
framed with his rookie card, to Rusty Staub 
wines, to a large framed photo of James 
Gandolfini of HBO’s “The Sopranos” and 
film stills of Al Pacino in Brian De Palma’s 
“Scarface” — including the bubble bath scene 
(which Bobby Ojeda bid for). 

Hernandez told GO Brooklyn that there’s no 
end in sight to his support of the Cobble Hill 
Health Center, so if you missed this year’s fete 
— wait ’til next year.

For its Nov. 14 concert at the Lafayette Avenue 
Presbyterian Church in Fort Greene, the Brooklyn 
Friends of Chamber Music presents a program of pi- 
ano trios by Mozart. Schumann and Schubert. The 
presentation of works by three of classical music’s 
greatest composers at the 
peak of their powers will 
be performed by violinist 
Jasmine Lin, cellist So- 
phie Shao and pianist 
Pei-Yao Wang (pictured). 

Mozart’s B-flat trio, 
one of his most sub- 
limely attractive works, 
smiles continuously

The Brooklyn-based La Troupe Makandal, an Afro- 
Haitian drum and dance company, will perform the 
first part of its three-part show, “Rising Sun: A Vodou 
Drama of Death and Rebirth,” in South Oxford Space 
on Nov. 13. 

The troupe’s fifth ar 
nual production cele- 
brates Gede, the 
trickster who baf- 
fles life and 
death. Gede is 
the eternal cos- 
mic comedian in 
black who lures 
the beautiful but ar- 
rogant Arachne to a 
midnight bash at 
cemetery. 

Directed by Frisner Augustin, a master drummer 
and NEA Heritage Fellow (the nation’s highest honor 
in the folk and traditional arts), the drama focuses on 
the connection between spirituality and revolution. 

Founded in 1973, La Troupe Makandal — 
named after a Haitian revolutionary — immigrated 
to New York in 1981 with a mission to “unmask 
stereotypes [of voodoo] while preserving the magic 
of the culture,” according to its Web site. Voodoo is 
a Caribbean religion in which a supreme god rules 
a large pantheon of local and tutelary deities, deified 
ancestors and saints. 

“There is a lot of misunderstanding about the 
Haitian culture,” said troupe spokeswoman Lois 
Wilcken. “Our goal is to re-educate people and do it 
in a fun way.” 

On stage, La Troupe Makandal presents the his- 
tory and customs of Haitian culture by performing 
dances or voodoo rituals using traditional as well as 
non-traditional instruments in the drum ensemble. 

The performance of the first part of “Rising Sun: A 
Vodou Drama of Death and Rebirth” titled ‘Day of the 
Dead” is Nov. 13 at 8 pm. (The last two parts of the 
drama are “Night of Fire,” to be presented on Dec. 18 
at 8 pm, and “Carnival Dawn,” on Jan. 8 at 8 pm.)

T he Faust legend, interpreted and 
reinterpreted for centuries, is once 
again receiving a new treatment 
with “Faust/How I Rose,” which makes 
its U.S. premiere at BAM’s Flarvey 
Theater on Nov. 16. 

The production is a collaboration of 
playwright-multimedia artist John Jesurun 
and Martin Acosta, a theater director based 
in Mexico City, where “Faust” was origi- 
nally presented by the National Company 
of Mexico in 1998. 

“I met Acosta back in 1994,” Jesurun 
told GO Brooklyn. “A friend of mine 
knew people at an art colony upstate. 
Acosta was on a grant there to write and 
work. They needed someone who spoke a 
little Spanish, so they called me.” Jesurun, 
53, is of Puerto Rican descent. 

He and Acosta met at the art colony and 
“hit it off,” said Jesurun. A few months lat- 
er Jesurun went to Mexico. 

“I saw some of [Acosta’s] work. He 
read some of my plays. ‘Faust’ was the 
first play of mine he read and he was inter- 
ested in directing it,” said Jesurun. “I usu- 
ally write, direct and design.

He wants to interpret it in a good way.” 
Faust was not a subject Jesurun was at 
first eager to tackle when The Builders As- 
sociation offered him a commission to 
write a play, but the company’s Swiss 
backers wanted a “Faust” and offered him 
a deal so sweet he couldn’t resist. 

“I thought [‘Faust’] is the last thing on 
earth I want to write. Who needs another 
‘Faust’? I said the only way I’ll write this 
is if you give me what I thought was an 
exorbitant amount of money. It was a 
Faustian deal. I thought they would say 
‘no.’ But they said ‘yes,’ so I had to do it” 
Jesurun decided if he had to do ‘Faust” 
he would do it his own way. 

“I took the simple story [of a man who 
sells his soul to the devil for personal ad- 


vancement] and attacked it in my own 
way. [My work] has very little resem- 
blance to the German ‘Faust.’ It is really 
more about the devil than about Faust. It’s 
sympathetic to the devil. Faust has a 
friendly, if not a romantic relationship with 
the devil, who is played by a woman, 
Monica Dionne. It’s from the devil’s point 
of view. I would suppose everyone has 
had the devil’s point of view at one time, 
because we’re human.” 

In his new version, Jesurun integrates a 
set and a shifting series of video projec- 
tions on moveable screens. Images are 
projected on the floor and overhead. 
Sometimes a five camera projects the im- 
age of the actors onscreen. 

“I work a lot with the idea of the cam- 
era and the screen and the actors interact- 
ing with the screen,” said Jesurun. “There 
is a lot of that, but it’s mostly images [in 
‘Faust’]. The actors are so good I didn’t 
want to clutter it up with interactive me- 

Jesurun believes “Faust” is just as rele- 
vant today as ever. 

“Before Faust was German [the most 


famous version of the tale was written by 
Johann Wolfgang von Goethe], it was a 
myth that some people say goes back to 
the Middle East. It’s an old, old story. I 
was trying to demystify it and make it 
more universal.” 

This version also reflects Jesurun’s 
Latin heritage. 

“There is something of a Latin influ- 
ence,” he said. “In my writing and our out- 
look, there’s an ironic mixture of comedy 
and tragedy that has a Latin aspect.” 

In this way, Jesurun believes his work 
takes its place in a long tradition of work 
that uses the magical and the fantastic. 

“The scene is where the artist says it is,” 
Jesurun explains. “It throws logic out the 
window, and you are compelled to believe 
it. It’s very serious and very playful with 

Despite his original reluctance, the 
playwright is very happy he did decide to 
pen this ‘Faust.” 

“My ‘Faust’ is an international diplo- 
mat,” said Jesurun. “It is very timely. It’s 
much more about today and the future, 
than today and the past.”

Breaking 
the spell 

New Cuban cafe is a welcome 
addition to Brooklyn Heights

I s it possible that the curse of 
mediocre food in Brooklyn Heights 
has, if not been broken, then at least 
been weakened? 

And by none other than Nando 
Ghorchian, the restaurateur whose hit pa- 
rade of palate- 
numbing eateries 
includes Caffe 
Buon Gusto on 
Montague Street; 
the defunct Acqua 
on Court Street 
(where I was 
served salmon in 
strawberry sauce); 
and Balzar, a drea- 
ry cafe on Henry 
Street that recently closed. Not knowing 
what to do with a fine chef turning out 
delicious Italian fare, Ghorchian even 
shut the doors on Cafe Del Mar, also in 
the Heights, before the restaurant devel- 
oped a following. 

So, it was a surprise to discover the 
lively, surprisingly pleasant. Cafe El 
Cubanito, a several-months-old Ghor- 
chian eatery on Henry Street. El Cubina- 
to, serving a menu of Central and South 
American dishes, joins two of the 
Heights’ best restaurants on Henry Street 
— Henry’s End and Noodle Pudding. 

Unlike Ghorchian’s other establish- 
ments. El Cubanito (co-owned with man- 
ager Sandra Trapero) has a friendly, 
quirky charm. The decor is one part 
kitschy Los Angeles-style cantina with 
tiled walls and floors, a funky bar setup 


and tables covered with mismatched, flo- 
ral tablecloths, and one part laid-back 
New York bar with tables outside, tat- 
tooed waitresses and drink specials 
scrawled on a blackboard. 

While the kitchen, under chef Fran- 
cesco Musio, formerly of San Domenico 
on Central Park South, isn’t turning out 
flawless fare yet, most of what we tried 
was simple, richly 
flavored and satis- 
fying. With gen- 
erous portions and 
nothing on the 
menu priced over 
$12.95, a meal at 
El Cubanito will 
you nicely 
and leave money 
in your pocket for 
a movie, too. 

You can peruse the menu while sip- 
ping on a mint-laced mojito or a passion 
fruit margarita — either of which make 
a not-too-sweet prelude to your meal. If 
you want to share, you won’t go wrong 
with a big pitcher of fruity sangria. 

I’d begin the meal with the stew-like, 
hearty black bean soup. This rendition 
sports smoky chunks of tender pork, 
caramelized onions and carrots. Strips 
of sauteed red peppers brighten the 
bowl and break up the monotony of the 

Salads are large enough to divide as 
an appetizer or enjoy as an entree. All 
the ingredients in the salad of shrimp 
and greens were just right, but the deli- 
cate avocado dressing that topped the 
sprightly lamb’s lettuce, four good-sized 
garlicky prawns, pieces of crisp aspara-

gus and triangles of manchego cheese, 
needed a sharper note to pull the ingre- 
dients together. 

Musio’s version of ceviche, a dish 
that features fish and shellfish “cooked” 
in the acid of citrus juice, includes large 
pieces of firm salmon and shrimp tossed 
in a chunky puree of ripe tomatoes and 
topped with a velvety wedge of avoca- 
do. Like the salad, the ceviche needed 
more lemon to brighten its flavors. 

Two entrees were enjoyable enough 
to warrant return visits. The pile of pork 
ribs were fall-off-the-bone tender and 
lusciously moist. The slight sting of the 
ribs’ balsamic vinegar glaze pierced the 
richness of the meat and underscored 
the sweetness of caramelized pearl 
onions and baby carrots. For $10.95, 
the ribs may be the best value in the

The chicken, a similar concoction 
served with the same delicious onions 
and carrots, was as juicy as the ribs, 
and splashed with a light, tangy mm 
sauce. Both entrees are served with 
bowls of fluffy white rice. 

If you’re like me, you’ll like the fla- 
vor of the coconut dessert — half a co- 
conut shell filled with shredded co- 
conut mixed in coconut cream — but 
not the hay-like texture. You’ll like the 
simplicity of eggy, creamy flan, and 
you’ll sum up the heavy cashew nut 
pudding — a big, very nutty tasting, 
wedge of something between a flan and 
fallen souffle — in one word: Eh. 

Brooklyn Heights’ Montague Street 
is the butt of every joke about lousy 
Brooklyn restaurants, and, except for a 
couple of decent places on the block, it 
deserves the honor. However, Henry 
Street may be inching its way toward 
something that resembles — dare I say 
it? — a real restaurant row. I don’t 
mean a glitzy, honky-tonk procession 
that some of the borough’s streets have 
become, but an area with cafes offering 
personal, eclectic well-executed fare. 

Sound too good to be true? You may 
be right, but, for now I’ll play the opti- 


Fresh ‘Breeze’ 



“If you say the word ‘customer,’ 
you get fired,” said Hakan Mentis, 
co-owner of the two-month-old 
Bay Ridge restaurant, Blue Breeze, 
explaining his wait-staff philoso- 
phy. 

“This is my home and everyone 
here is my guest.” 

The Turkish-Mediterranean res- 
taurant is a dream come tme for 
the Turkish-born owner, although 
he did stray from the decor of clas- 
sical Turkish eateries. 

The decor at Blue Breeze fea- 
tures antique pieces, like a wood- 
framed mirror, an old-fashioned 
dresser and a leather sofa that con- 
trast with a contemporary-style bar 
with glass shelves and a television 
set. Small lamps lining the pale 
pink walls of the dining area proj- 
ect flattering, dim lighting onto ta- 
bles covered with crisp white 
linens. 

Although the decor might not be 
traditionally Turkish, aside from a 
protective glass eye hung on one of 
the walls, the food and the customs 
are. A meal is typically started with 
pan-fried calf liver served with onion and parsley. 

If the word “liver” puts a damper on your appetite, 
opt for top-notch stuffed vine leaves with melt-in- 
your-mouth rice, pine nuts, currants, fresh dill and 
mint. Another great cold appetizer option is “lebni,” 
a thick, homemade yogurt with walnuts, garlic and 
dill. 


The “iskender.” thinly sliced lamb grilled on a ver- 
tical spit and served with yogurt and fresh tomato 
sauce on pita bread, is Mentis’ most highly recom- 
mended dish. You can also try chefs Sasha liter and 
Sadik Cicek’s own specialty, the chicken “sarma” 
(pictured), marinated chicken breast stuffed with rice 
and pistachios served on a bed of sauteed spinach 


with mashed potatoes and tarragon 

Blue Breeze also offers rich, but 
light-tasting, desserts such as the 
“ayva,” an Asian pear filled with 
vanilla ice cream, topped with 
whipped cream and served with 
mint and raspberry sauce, and the 
less extravagant, but just as deli- 
cious. almond pudding. 

Each Turkish dining experience 
is sealed with a strong cup of Turk- 
ish coffee served black with only a 
bit of sugar. Ask Mentis to tell your 
fortune from the grinds left in the 
bottom of your cup. 

Since the coffee might keep 
you up for the rest of the night, 
you might as well move over to 
| the full bar and ask the friendly 
j owner for a glass of raki, the Turk- 
| ish national drink also known as 
S “lion’s milk.” When mixed with 
| half a glass of water, the anise-fla-

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‘God Squad’ calls 
for mall boycott

Brooklyn ministers and com- 
munity members announced 
Tuesday a planned boycott of de- 
veloper Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic 
Terminal mall on the busiest 
shopping day of the year. 

The Downtown Brooklyn 
Leadership Coalition (DBLC), 
commonly referred to as the 
“God Squad,” is planning a com- 
munity boycott of the new shop- 
ping center on Friday, Nov. 26, 
the day after Thanksgiving. The 
day is commonly referred to in 
retail circles as “Black Friday.” 

The DBLC was formed to 
urge Ratner and his Forest City 
Ratner development company 
to solicit input from residents of 
the neighborhoods surrounding 
his planned Atlantic Yards proj- 
ect. Ratner plans to build apart- 
ment towers, office skyscrapers 
and a basketball arena on prop- 
erty extending into Prospect 
Fleights from the intersection of 
Flatbush and Atlantic avenues. 

Those plans call for the 
clearing of roughly 13 acres of 
property currently inhabited by 
residents and business owners. 

The DBLC members gath- 
ered across the street from the 
Ratner-developed Atlantic Ter- 
minal mall and, with the back- 
drop of the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority rail yards 
over which a third of the project 
would be built, set up a podium 
on the sidewalk along Atlantic 
Avenue near Sixth Avenue. 

“We want people to see 
where the Atlantic Yards project 
will be,” said Councilwoman 


Letitia James, whose district in- 
cludes Prospect Fleights, Fort 
Greene and Clinton Hill. 

James acknowledged they 
were also deliberately avoiding 
the area in front of the mall, af- 
ter the group was kicked off the 
property in front of the Target 
department store in September 
while passing out anti-Atlantic 
Yards literature. 

The Target store has been 
one of the retail chain’s busiest 
since it opened in July. 

A crowd of 60 people gath- 
ered Tuesday morning, some 
just passersby who ventured 
across the busy, four-lane At- 
lantic Avenue. Several men 
handed out pamphlets and 
glossy postcards urging the boy- 
cott and signs were passed 


around on pieces of cardboard 
with black marker, reading, 
“Come into the Light, Mr. Rat- 
ner” and “Community Power! 
Economical Development! The 
community will be heard!” 

“We will boycott the finan- 
cial activity,” said the Rev. 
Patrick Perrin, pastor of the 
Hanson Place Central United 
Methodist Church in Fort 
Greene, to “send a message that 
we have severe problems with 
the process with which this land 
is being developed.” 

The Rev. Anthony Truffant, 
pastor of the Emmanuel Baptist 
Church in Fort Greene, drew at- 
tention to the shivering crowd. 

“I think it is apropos that we 
are out here in the cold,” he 
said, making a metaphorical ref- 


erence to the residents and mer- 
chants who would be displaced 
by the Atlantic Yards project. 

Forest City Ratner spokes- 
woman Lupe Todd, who 
watched the press conference, 
said, “The civil rights move- 
ment was founded on boycotts 
[but] the reality is that 80 per- 
cent of the people who work in 
this terminal live in the sur- 
rounding community, and the 
only people this boycott is go- 
ing to hurt is this community.” 

The Rev. Herbert Daughtry, 
an Atlantic Yards supporter and 
pastor of the House of the Lord 
Church, who has been holding 
weekly community “Truth Fo- 
rums” to provide what he calls 
“open discussion” of the proj- 
ect, said Tuesday night a boy- 
cott was “spiteful, vindictive, 
unfair, and I think it is counter- 
productive.” 

"Ordinarily in my 46 years, 
whenever anybody mentioned a 
boycott I got excited,” he said. 
“This is one boycott I think is 
unfair. I don’t think you have 
any moral ground.” 

Daughtry, who headed the 
DBLC until quitting in August, 
said he thought their boycott 
statements were insincere. 

“Next week we will do a ral- 
ly. I hope these people who are 
planning the boycott come to 
the rally — let’s have a good 
old-fashioned debate about it,” 
Daughtry said. 

Addressing the charges of 
Daughtry and others involved in 
negotiations with Ratner, Perrin 
said that any community voice 
should be considered. 

“I am no interloper. None of 


the people involved in this 
process are interlopers,” Perrin 

In response to charges from 
the pro-Atlantic Yards Prospect 
Heights group BUILD that 
much of the opposition to the 
arena project had its base in a 
largely white, affluent popula- 
tion of “newcomers” in the 
project site and neighboring ar- 
eas, Councilwoman James said 
Tuesday, “We will march arm 
and arm, black and white, and 
again protest this project.” 

Joining the boycott announce- 
ment was East New York Coun- 
cilman Charles Barron, who said 
that while he hopes negohaung 
groups "get as much as they can” 
from a benefits agreement, he 
thinks many of the jobs brought 
in by the project will be tanta- 

Calling the project “danger- 
ous” to the black community, he 
said the promised 800 jobs 
would not offer a living wage. 

"They see our community as 
a plantation,” said the former 
Black Panther. “They brought us 
here for labor in the first place 
— they can’t enslave you again, 
but they can give you slave 
wages. This is a disgrace!” 

Bill Batson, a member of 
Community Board 8, who stood 
with the ministers, said he’s 
frustrated that the race ticket is 
being used increasingly in de- 
bates in the community. 

“My white counterparts feel 
completely uncomfortable 
standing up,” at community 
board meetings, he said. “Clear- 
ly this project’s about a diverse 
enough neighborhood.”

and three-bedroom units total- 
ing 375,000 square feet with a 
projected completion date of 
2007, according to the Web site.

ng the site-specific zoning 
change last December. 

Despite a strong outcry from 
local businesses that fear being 
pushed out in favor of residen- 
tial developments along the ma- 
jestic waterfront — with 
panoramic views of the New 
York harbor. Statue of Liberty 
and Manhattan skyline — the 
developers, Industry City Asso- 
ciates, claimed the residential 
conversion was the only way 
they could turn a profit. Calling 
the massive warehouse “unique” 
the developers claimed they 
tried for a year to find a con- 
forming tenant to no avail. 

On Nov. 5, state Supreme 
Court Judge Yvonne Lewis 
ruled that the Red Hook cham- 
bers may have a case in charg- 
ing that the BSA had no strong 
supporting evidence with which 
to grant the variance.

Under the corporate name 
Gowanus Village 1 LLC, Leviev 
Boymelgreen has applied to the 
state Department of Environ- 
mental Conservation’s (DEC) 
Brownfield Cleanup Program for 
the site at 430 Carroll St/153 
Second St. According to the 
DEC Web site, the company pro- 
poses to clean up the contami- 
nated site, under DEC oversight, 
so that residential uses can be de- 
veloped there. 

Word of the project sent out 
alarms this week among some 
community members who read 
the company’s Web site posting 
to mean the project had already 
been approved, the land rezoned 
from industrial to residential 
use, and had somehow side- 
stepped the rigorous city Uni- 
form Land Use Review Proce- 
dure (ULURP). 

Although any project requires 
a city-approved zoning change 
in order to go from manufactur- 
ing use to residential, some com- 
munity members feared that be- 
cause the developers had applied 
to the state’s Brownfield Clean- 
up Program, that may have giv- 


to meet the five factors,” said 
Hiller. “One of them even called 
the variance application ‘offen- 

Additionally, he said, the 
BSA vote of 3-1 left the chair- 
man of the board standing firm, 
but alone, against issuing the 
zoning change. “Two of the 
three people who supported the 
variance are on the record being 
against it,” he told the judge on 

Pasquale Pacifico, executive 
director for the BSA, declined to 
comment for this article. 

Bob Liff, a spokesman for 
Bruce Federman, one of the 
principals of Industry City As- 
sociates, said demolition had al- 
ready been completed and the 
restraining order was merely de- 
laying the start of reconstruc- 
tion. The building, one of a pair 
of twin warehouses on the small 
street that fronts Pier 11, is cur- 
rently shrouded in scaffolding 
and protective netting. 

“We’re confident the BSA 
acted properly,” Liff said. 

“This place is ill-designed for 
modem manufacturing,” Liff 
said. “The developer can have it 
completed by the end of next 
year, with occupancy by late 
2005.” 

While business and job advo- 
cates in the area, including Rep. 
Jerrold Nadler and Councilman 
David Yassky, chairman of the 
Waterfronts Committee, have 
publicly opposed the condo con- 
version, saying it will ultimately 
lead to the loss of hundreds of 
blue-collar jobs, some commu- 
nity members say housing is a 
more pressing need, and with

Sara Mirski, development di- 
rector for Leviev Boymelgreen, 
said that was not the case and 
that the posting on the Africa-Is- 
rael Web site was premature. (It 
was taken down after queries by 
this newspaper.) 

“I almost had a heart attack,” 
said Mirski, when she discov- 
ered that the Gowanus Village 
summary had been posted on 
the Web site. “This is not even 
representative of our application 
— it’s just based on mapping 
studies,” she said. 

“They shouldn’t have put that 
on the Internet,” Mirski said, 
adding that it was out of innocent 
entht n that the facts and fig- 
ures were made public. 

According to the DEC, Gowa- 
nus Village would involve the 
“redevelopment of an existing 
abandoned tum-of-the-century 
warehouse, and approximately 
300,000 square feet of housing in 
new and renovated structures.” 

An early environmental as- 
sessment, according to the appli- 
cation, recommended removal 
of rubbish and debris, removal 
of all underground tanks, three 
of which were found on the site 
amid spillage and staining of

joined other Olympians and 
Paralympians to officially send- 
off the bid.

fore the community board, bor-

Mirski said that while the en-

“Its an important program,” 
she said, given “the size of the 
site, the location of the site and the 
community’s interest” in develop- 
ing housing near the canal, and 
the kind of remediation that the 
long-contaminated land would 
call for. The application stipulates 
development by fall 2008. 

“I’m getting geared up to 
support it,” said Salvatore 
“Buddy” Scotto, president of 
the Carroll Gardens Association 
and a founder of the Gowanus 
Canal Community Develop- 
ment Corporation. 

He said Boymelgreen ap- 
proached him almost a month 
ago to “let me know what 
they’re doing and ask what my 
opinion was.” 

Scotto has been an outspo- 
ken proponent of residential de- 
velopment along the canal, 
which he sees as having the po- 
tential of San Antonio, Texas. 
That city managed to beautify 
their own canal without dredg- 
ing it. He said his main con- 
cern, however, was making sure 
the developer took advantage of 
city tax incentive programs to 
provide an affordable housing 
component. 

"We are desperate for afford- 
able housing and senior citi- 
zens’ housing,” Scotto said. 
“We have senior citizens sleep- 
ing in hallways.” 

But despite the good inten- 
tions, a member of the CB6 
land use committee said getting 
the zoning variance on the east- 
ern side of the canal might be a 
challenge. 

"Two attempts were made in 
the past to get variances along 
the canal,” said the board 
member, who spoke on condi- 
tion of anonymity. 

“[The Board of Standards 
and Appeals] ruled against all 
of those,” the source said, 
adding that he thought both 
were near where the Gowanus 
Village site. 

Mirski said the project faces 
seven points of public review un- 
der the brownfield program be- 
fore it even gets to a city review. 

Advocates of a working wa- 
terfront may also protest, as sev- 
eral local groups prefer to keep 
the canal area for industrial use. 

That, says Scotto, is just a 
flickering idea left over from a 
long-gone, 1950s American dream 

“I just don’t think we can do 
it,” he said. "Do buildings have to 
fall on people before they under- 
stand what is going on? We need 
housing, we need affordable 
housing and we need new jobs.”

Parachute Jump to be 
Coney Island’s beacon 


The Brooklyn Papers 

A piece of Coney Island 
history is in line for a 21st- 
century makeover. 

The vintage Parachute 
Jump, which rises high above 
the ocean in Brooklyn, could 
eventually anchor a pavilion 
featuring a restaurant, park and 
exhibition space, said Jonathan 
Cohen-Litant of the Van Alen 
Institute, which is working 
with the Coney Island Devel- 
opment Corp. 

Designers will be invited to 
submit their own “Parachute 
Pavilion” plan for a currently 
vacant 7,000-square-foot lot 
owned by the city, Cohen- 
Litant said Tuesday. 

Currently, the long-dormant 
ride serves as part of the back- 


ground in right field at Keyspan 
Park, home of the minor-league 
Brooklyn Cyclones. Borough 
President Marty Markowitz 
likes to call the city landmark 
“Brooklyn’s Eiffel Tower.” 

Details on the competition 
will be released later this 
week, according to Cohen- 
Litant, although he had no 
idea when a winner might be 
selected. On its Web site, the 
Van Alen Institute says the 
new facility will operate year- 
round in an effort to draw visi- 
tors to the Brooklyn neighbor- 
hood during the off-season. 

“This is going to be some- 
thing truly beautiful,” said 
Councilman Domenic Recchia, 
whose district includes a portion 
of Coney Island. “We’re going 
to light up the Jump and it will 


be a beautiful sight for all of 
south Brooklyn. And that’s just 
the beginning,” he said, alluding 
to the formulation of a master 
plan for the redevelopment of 
Coney Island. 

The ride dates back to the 
golden days of Coney Island, 
when it was one of the major at- 
tractions with the still-running 
Cyclone roller coaster. Two 
years ago, the top half of the 
262-foot-tall former thrill ride 
was taken down for renovation 
and many parts were replaced or 
repaired and repainted. 

The Parachute Jump was 
designed by retired Naval Air 
Commander James F. Strong 
in the mid- 1930s to train para- 
troopers. But Strong began to 
receive so many requests for 
rides on his contraption that he 


developed a more public- 
friendly version that included 
seats for two and shock ab- 
sorbers at the base. He suc- 
cessfully operated a 200-foot 
jump in Chicago and then ap- 
plied for permits to build and 
operate a jump at the 1939 
New York World’s Fair. 

At the close of the Fair in 
1940, Edward Tilyou purchased 
it and brought the jump to 
Steeplechase Park. It opened for 
the 1941 season and offered 12 
two-seater chutes. 

Steeplechase Park closed in 
1964, but the ride did not shut 
down until 1968, when weath- 
er conditions and high mainte- 
nance costs led to its demise. It 
was declared a city landmark 
in 1977.

the hipsters that came in wouldn’t like it.” 

So far, no one has complained about the nine paintings fea- 
tured at Hope & Anchor, each framed and ranging from $300 to 
$3,000. While some diners have commented positively on the 
collection, others have kept quietly to their roast pork hoagies 
and lightly sauteed shrimp and chorizo. 

But as word gets out about the showcase, Bernardo hopes that 
people will visit the restaurant, which has been receiving rave re- 
views since opening in 2002. 

Hope & Anchor, which combines a retro diner vibe with more 
modem touches like exposed brick, draws a steady crowd of both 
neighborhood regulars — especially for Saturday and Sunday 
breakfast-brunch, and Friday and Saturday night karaoke led by 
drag queen Kay Sera — and folks from Park Slope, Carroll Gar- 
dens and even Brooklyn Heights. 

Some in Red Hook may be nonplussed by the Gotti name, 
however, considering its connection to the waterfront neighbor- 
hood in more duplicitous ways — when the Gambino crime fam- 
ily wielded corrupt influence over trade along the Brooklyn wa- 
terfront. According to federal investigators, Gotti and the 
Gambinos controlled the appointment of powerful union posts as 
well as demanding employees, their relatives and several busi- 
nesses pay extortion fees to the mob family. 

In fact, only in recent years has the neighborhood begun to 
shake its reputation as a hub for organized crime. The childhood 
home to Chicago boss of bosses A1 Capone, and later immortalized 
as a poster-neighborhood for union corruption in the Marlon Bran- 
do movie “On the Waterfront,” Red Hook is now more closely tied 
to Swedish home-furnishing giant Ikea, which hopes to have a big- 
box store operating on the waterfront by next spring. 

Bernardo, who co-owns the restaurant with Rhode Island native 
Gary Rego and Dianna Munz, said that the opportunity to showcase 
Gotti’s work was made possible by his father, Anthony Bernardo, 
who is a retired contractor. Besides helping to build Hope & An- 
chor, the elder Bernardo had developed a relationship with the Gotti 
family after doing work on their Howard Beach, Queens, home, Joe 
said. After the Gotti’s widow showed her work in August at an art 
gallery in Chelsea, the Bernardos figured, why not. 

“She’s a friend of my father’s. He’s done some contracting 
work for her,” said Joe Bernardo before clearing the senior 
Bernardo’s good name by adding, “Some legitimate contracting

work for her.” 

But this is a kinder, gentler Victoria Gotti than the one who re- 
portedly attacked a neighbor with an aluminum baseball bat after 
he killed her 12-year-old son, Frank, in a tragic car accident. 
(That man. John Favara, went missing shortly after the 1980 ac- 
cident and was never heard from again.) 

The collection is filled with slender women a la Erie and 
lovers nestled in deep embrace. Despite marrying into the mob in 
1962, references to La Cosa Nostra are hard to come by in Got- 
ti’s artwork. Indeed, the only “Big Pussies” (a la “The Sopranos”) 
are the panthers and lions that regularly show up alongside the 
women in her paintings. 

In another somewhat surreal painting, Gotti depicts Rosie O’- 
Donnell straddling a motorcycle on what appears to be a desert 
island inhabited by scantily clad women. Although Gotti was in 
Pennsylvania this week and could not be reached for comment, a 
newspaper item on the gallery showing in Chelsea reported that 
she and the former talk-show hostess have never met. Their only 
connection, it seems, is Long Island, where both have lived at 
one time or another. 

As for Gotti’s namesake daughter, Bernardo hopes the mother 
of three sons will show up at the restaurant (along with the tele- 
vision cameras, of course) to see the paintings. 

“I wish they would,” said Bernardo. “Actually, maybe I’ll call 
them up.”
